ONDON, Dec. 16.—One of the 

biggest private real estate deals on 

record was completed today in the 
purchase of the Duke of Bedford's 
block of freehold property in the cen- 
ter of London for something over $50,- 
000,000 by Harry Mallaby-Deeley, a 
unionist member of the House . of 
Commons. 

The exact figures were withheld by 
the agents, but experts based their cal- 
culations on the cost of acquiring the 
property for the Aldwych and Kings- 
way improvement, which amounted to 
$22,200,000. 

The estate covers nineteen acres and 
roughly speaking stretches east and 
west from Kingsway to St. Martin's 


lane, near Trafalgar Square, and north 
and south from Longacre to the 
Strand. It includes the Royal Opera,

The great contest 
which will determine whether the Re- 
publican party is to resume suprem- 
acy or pass into history will be set- 
tled in 1916. All other skirmishes, no 
| matter how much they may be em- 
phasized, will be preliminary. We 
ean afford to be cautious and patient 
in preparing for that great conflict. 
If 1 did not believe that the Repub- 
iNean party was progressive and that 
95 per cent. of the members of the 
party have a heart interest in the 
great problems confronting the na- 
tion, I would not remain a member 
of the party. But my observations and 
investigations convince me that the 
rank and file of this party organiza- 
tion are just as much alive to the 
problems of the hour as were the men 
in the forefront of the 
1856 to 1884. 

“If the Republican party adopts a 
reactionary platform in 1916, it will 
become nothing but the voice of the 
aristocracy. I believe i is progres- 
sive and I want to gather up that 
progressive sentiment and crystallize 
it in 1916. If we call a convention in 
1914, what position will we be tn? 
WThere are States with primarg laws not 
adapted for a national convention ex- 
cept for the selection of a national 
ticket. Such a convention would in- 
evitably result in the selection of 
hand-picked delegates in two-thirds 
of the States and any platform 
promuigated would not be a true ex- 
pression of the rank and file of the 
people and would not be one upon 
which the party would be able to go 
to the country with in the next Con- 
sressional election. Let us therefore, 
hére and now, displaying somewhat 
the qualities of real leadership, adopt 
a basis of representation and say to 
the people that they shall in future 
select their delegates to the national 
conventions. By 1816 every State will 
have adopted a primary law, where- 
as there is no general provision pos- 
sible next year.” 

The Senator further asserted that a 
convention in 1914 would merely re- 
sult in fulmination in the air and 
that the progressive element in the 
party would not join in itt. Turning 
toward Mr. Barnes of New York, with 
whom he had a brush at the Hilles 
dinner last night, Senator Borah con- 
tinued: 

“There is not a more astute potliti- 
cal leader in the country, represent- 
ing the views he - than Mr. 
Barnes of New York and unless some 
change made, he will just as sure- 
ly be as potent in the country of 1916 
as he was in 1912.” 

“Are you afraid to make an issue 
on that?” interrupted Mr. Hadley.
